ARE ENGLAND AND FRANCE SELFISH AHOLT AIDING 
GERMANY 


Preliminary negotiations between the British Board of Trade 
and the Berlin Government for a commercial treaty are said to 
have collapsed. 
Paris admits that French approaches upon the 
same subject have not proved altogether happy and that troubles 
and delays loom in the future. 
These reports seem almost ludi­ 
crous. 
Britain “succeeded” with Russia, though dealing with an 
antagonistic and utterly different economic system , virtually a 
different civilization; yet with her economic and cultural brother 
she fails. 
France and Germany were able to agree upon the 
biggest issue in Europe, reparations, yet they fall out over a little 
trade agreement. 
In another sense the British and Freeh Gov­ 
ernments have made them selves rather ridiculous; they seem to 
believe that, having rendered Germany valuable favors, Germany 
would consider turn-about fair play. 
They m ight have realized 
that giving Germany an inch means Germany will ask a mile and 
will not be happy till she gets it.
